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(Continued from last week) 
Second Persecution 


This time all of the apostles 
were arrested and confined for 
the night in the common prison, 
used for bums, thugs, thieves 
and cut throats. They were 
tried as Peter and John had 
been, but they were not re- 
lieved until they paid the pen- 
alty and suffered shamefully at 
the hands of their persecutors. 
While they were in the prison 
that night God sent the angels 
down to give them comfort, and 
to impart to them the heavenly 
message to go forward with: 
their great work for Him. The 
ange! of the Lord opened the 
prison doors and led them forth 
saying, “Go, stand and speak in 
the temple to the people all the 
words of this life.’ When we: 
have a message from God He 
will see to it that it is delivered. 
No prison bars can hinder or 
prevent it. It will only be the 
means of adding weight and 
power to the message to be de- 
livered. They were in the 
temple early the next morning 
and preached the same mes- 
sage “ the words of this life.” 

Their persecutors came to- 
gether and began to counsel 
with one another and sent to the 
prison to have them brought; 
but when the officers came and 
found them not in the prison 
they returned and told them 
what had happened. Great| 
things had taken place that! 
would baffle the world under) 
these fires of persecution. They 
said they found the prison was 
shut with all safety, there was 
no sign of any breaking in or 
breaking out, no sign could be 
discovered of how they might 
have been able-to make their 
escape. They knew a_ strange 
thing had happened, and they 
became troubled. They won- 





them or took possession of 
them, what love untold they 
must have possessed. It was 
the mighty Holy Ghost that 
possessed and controlled them, 
that caused them not to resort 
to the common custom of de- 
fense. Thousands of brave men 
and women had been added to 
their company who would rath- 
er have died than to have seen 
that pitiful sight. They could 
have resorted to arms as others 
have done in the past to have 
established their religion, but 
the weapons of their warfare 
were not carnal, but spiritual. 
Truly this was the Model 
Church. 

The spirit that dominated and 
controlled the saints of God in 
the early days should dominate 
and control the Church of this 
age. These .humble: followers 
of the lowly Nazerene were un- 
consciously setting an example 
for the saints of the ages that 
were to follow. 


Third Persecution 


Our attention is now called 
to the third great persecution 
that the Primitive Church was 
called on to endure. It was of 
the most severe nature—a 
mighty blow of the enemy. It 
was almost enough to test the 
faith of the very strorigest. 

Stephen, that mighty man of 
God, full of the Holy Ghost and 
faith, is now being tried by .the 
Chief Priest and Elders. He had 
delivered that memorable  ser- 
mon which has been considered 
a key tothe Bible. It stirred 
the hearts of the enemy to the 
very depths and they became 
enraged, not at him personally

But this 
mighty host with the Holy Ghost 
could not be hindered but tem- 
porarily by prison bars. They 
were never able to extinguish 
the life, fire, power, and victory 
of that Model Church which is 
so worthy of our admiration in 
these last days. 
This was the tnost severe per- 
secution they had ever experi- 
enced up to this time. It served 
the great-purpose of- scattering 
them that were filled with the 
Holy Fire to almost every 
quarter. It is said that “they 
went everywhere preaching the 
word.” Many .times in our 
lives the most cruel testing and 
most severe persecution comes 
to us as a blessing in disguise. 
Surely we know that “all things 
work together for good to them 
that love God, to them who are 
the called according to His pur- 
pose.” 
Fourth Persecution

He having 
known something of the failures 
that had been made to over- 
throw this early Church and for- 
ever extinguish it, no doubt said,

He boldly seizes 
and cruelly severs the head of 
the apostle James. These God 
haters and Christ rejectors be- 
gan to applaud aloud. 


Herod seeing that it was 
pleasing this wicked mob, and 
possibly winning for himself 
some considerable fame; pro- 
ceeded further to take Peter, 
not just merely to scourge or 
threaten him and let him go; 
but it was his full intention to 
send him headless to his grave 
as he had his brother James. 
But the feast of the passover 
was at hand and they must not 
be executed until this is over. 
He resolved to keep him in 
prison till the close of the pass- 
over, but the priest and elders 
having tried it once, some of 
them must have said, “You 
can’t keep these men in prison, 
this has been tried. We once 
had a number of them in jail 
and the next morning we found 
they were all out. There was 
no sign to be found of how 
they made their escape, but 
they were in the temple again

“Oh, King 
we are unable to say, all we 
know is when we went to sleep 
he was there between us and 
when we awoke he was gone. 
We told you that you would 
not be able to retain this man in 
prison. Indeed, there is some- 
thing strange about it that we 
are unable to explain.” He had 
been in prison before with oth- 
ers associated with him and 
they mysteriously disappeared. 
Strange to say that he did not 
undertake to leave the country 
but he went on back to the 
temple and was preaching the 
gospel of Jesus Christ. I am 
sure that Herod knew as well 
as he knew his name that a 
notable miracle had been per- 
formed. 

But the secret of it all was 
that “the angel of the Lord came

Herod proceeded to put these 
soldiers to death. No wonder 
soon afterwards he himself was 
smitten by an angel, and im- 
mediately followed his victims 
into eternity, to stand before 
God and give an account of the 
cruel treatment that he had 
given to others. This is the 
secret of the whole matter. This 
Model Church had prayed ear- 
nestly and fervently all the time 
while one of their acknowledged 
leaders was in prison. This 
beautiful example should be 
followed by the church in these 
latter days. While it is said 
that prayer was prayed earnest- 
ly by the church for him, the 
question that naturally arises in 
our minds is what were they 
really praying for: were they 
really praying for the deliver- 


‘ance of Peter from the prison; 


or were they praying that his 
faith should not waver, and that 
he should be true like a bero 
and remain steadfast in the 
faith as James, Stephen and 
others had done? This we are 
unable to say, but to say the 
least of it, they were praying for 
him. 


It is our privilege to pray and 
give ourselves completely into

In the year 1777, Jonn Wesley late 
in life, in one of his sermons spoke 
the following: 

“Methodism, so called, is the old 
time reiiglon, the religion of the Bi- 
ble, the religion of the Primitive 
Church, the religion of the Church of 
England. 

This old time religion is no other 
than love, the love of God for all 
mankind; the loving God with all 
our heart, soul and strength, who first 
loved us. The fountain of all the good 
we have received; and of all we ever 
hope to enjoy; and loving every soul 
which God hath made on earth as our 
own soul. 

This love is the great medicine of 
life. The never failing remedy for all 
the é6vils of a disordered world, for 
all the miseries and vices of man. 
Wherever this is, there is virtue and 
happiness going hand in hand. There 
is humbleness of mind, gentleness, 
longsuffering; the whole image of 
God; and at the same time a peace 
that passeth all undérstanding, with 
joy: unspeakable and full of glory.

The whole 
form of their ilfe was changed. They 
ceased to do evil, and learned to do 
well. 


Neither was this all, but over and 
above this outward change they began 
to experience inward religiofi. The 
love of God was shed abroad in their 
hearts, which they enjoy to this day. 
They love Him” because He first 
loved them, and this love constrains 
them to:love all mankind and inspires 
them with every holy and heavenly 
temper, with the mind which was in 


Christ. 
Hence, it is that they are now 
uniform in their behaviour, unblam- 


able in all manner of conversation, 
and in whatsoever state they are, they 
have learned therewith to be con- 
tent. Thus they calmly travel on 
through’ life, never repining, or mur- 
muring, or dissatisfied till the hour 
comes that they shall drop this cov- 
ering of earth and return to the 
Father of spirits.”

SUS

Our subject is, “Looking unto Je- 
sus the author and finisher of our 
faith;, who for the. joy that was set 
before him endured the cross, de- 
spising the shame, and is set down 
at the right hand of the throne of 
God.”. Heb. 12:2. 


I want to call your attention es- 
pecially to the three words, “Looking 
unto Jesus,” in order to see what. He 
is to us. Why is Jesus spoken of 
here as the author 4nd finisher of 
our faith? The idea is, Jesus Christ 
is the great leader; the great founda- 
tion; the Alpha and Omega, and the 
light of the world. 


“Wherefore, seeing we also are 
compassed about with so great a 
cloud. of witnesses, let us lay aside 
every weight, and the sin which doth 
so easily beset us, and let us run with 
patience the race that is set before 
us.” Heb, 12:1. . 

In this verse we notice three 
things: weight, besetting sin, a race 
to run. Oh how we need to have 
patience in this great Christian con- 
flict. Let us keep our eyes on Je- 
sus, our perfect leader, the great 
example of Christianity. . 


The reason so many start in this 
race and do not run well is because 
they take their eyes off of Jesus. 
They do not follow in the steps of 
Him who is the great pattern, hence, 
they go astray. 


It was when David turned his eyes 
in the wrong direction and took them 
off of Jesus, that-he was led into 
that awful sin. 


On one occasion Peter asked the 
Lord to let him: come down out of the 
ship and walk to Him on the water. 
Jesus gave him permission to come, 
and Peter started. I have no doubt 
when he first started le had his eyes 
fixed on Jesus. As long as he kept 


his eyes on Him he went forward 
without any trouble, but when he 
looked at the great waves coming 


and his surroundings, the result was 
that he lost faith and courage and 
began to sink. 


We are to look unto Jesus as our 
Redeemer. Gal. 3:13. “‘Christ hath re 
deemed us ‘from the curse of the 
law, being made a curse for us: for it 
is written, Cursed is every one that 
hangeth on a tree.” 


We read in God’s' Word about Abra- 
ham and‘ his fidelity. We have often 
wished that we could live just such 
a life as Abraham lived. In order 
to do this we must learn the secret 
of Abraham’s faithfulness. Christ says, 
“Abraham rejoiced to see my day: and 
he-saw it and was glad.” Abraham 
was looking to Christ as his Redeem- 
er—the secret of his faithfulness. 


We should also look to Jesus as 
our leader, “Behold, I have given him 
for a witness to the people, a leade1 
and a commander to the _ people.” 
Isa. 55:4. 

Peter tells us that Jesus suffered 
for us, and left an example for us to 
follow in His steps. If you are walking 
in the path of poverty, the foot 
prints of Jesus are there. If your path 
is along the way of persecution and 
sorrow, He has traveled that road. 
When we come to the Jordan of 
death, "His foot prints are there. He 
has gone before us even down 
through the valley and over on the 
other side. 

You talk about happiness: it is 
joy unspeakable to follow in the foot- 
prints of Jesus. Bless the Lord, I 
feel good in my soul. 


I well remember when: Brother F. 
J. Lee came near my home six miles 
east of Cleveland to conduct a re 
vival meeting. In his talk he caused 
me to think about looking unto Je 
bus as my sanctifier, so I prayed 
through and had the blood applied to 
my heart. I ¢duld hardly wait to get 
«home to tell.my people about the 
blessing. . They were all against me. 
When I told my mother what the 
Lord had done for me, she said for 
me tobe “eareful; as she had heard 
that this experience had caused peo- 
ple to go crazy.

“Thou art my battle axe.” (Jer, 
51:20.)

We might mention Korah and 
éthers that were disobedient, and 
God’s wrath -was kindled against 
them; but’ from: these already men- 
tioned, we leafn that all evil doers 
are in-danger of destructjon. At the 
time the language Of this text was. 
uttered by the mouth of the prophet, 
it seems that God’s wrath was kin- 
dled against Babylon, and He wanted 
an instrument of destruction. What 
could He use with a greater dés- 
tructive force, than a BATTLE AXE? 
He said to His people, “Thou art my 
battle axe.” And we find in many 
instances where the Lord used Is-. 
rael to smash kingdoms, to destroy 
nations, and break in pieces cap 
tains and rulers. 

Leaving these scenes hina coming 
over in this dispensation, we find that 
instead of warring against flesh and 
blood, our battles are against princi- 
palities, against powers, against the 
rulers of the darkness of this world, 
against spiritual wickedness in high 
places.” Eph. 6:12. These wicked 
spirits really take charge of the 
hearts and minds of men and women 
today, and cause them to do the very 
things that the Lord told them not 
to do; and causes them to doubt the 
promises of God. In spite of the fact 
that people are disobedient, the Lord 
loves them and it is not His will that 
they should perish; so He wants an 
instrument that He can use in His 
own hand to deliver men*and women 
that are perishing: He wants to use 
His people, the CHURCH OF GOD 
as a BATTLE AXE, 


To be a good battle axe, it will be 
necessary for us to have a sharp, 
keen cutting edge, or in other words, 
have our words and actions so sea- 
soned with love that they will have 
effect on those with whom we come 
in contact. 


The blade of an axe, if it is dull 
at all, is usually more dull in some 
places than others, and consequently 
when it comes in contact with the 
wood, part of the blade will cut, 
while other parts Only bruise. So it 
is with us if we all do not have the 
love we ought to have; for while 
one member, through and by the 
Spirit of God, and in a loving way, is 
having an influence over somebody; 
another member will be over at 
another place bruising somebody else. 


Let us love each other with a real 
fervent love, and then we will make 
the impression that the Lord wants 
us to make, for Jesus said, “By this 
Shall all men know that ye are my 
disciples, if ye have love one to 
another.” John 13:35. Another large 
item is: that the axe must be wedged 
on the handle tightly, or when a hard 
stroke is being made, it might come 
off and hurt somebody. 

God does not always reach others 
through our shouting, but sometimes 
it is under the most trying circum- 
stances that He touches the hearts 
of others, and if He is trying to make 
a good stroke with us, and we fly 
off the handle, His plans are spoiled; 
He either_has to direct His attention 
to the axe, or look for another; so 
let us not get loose in our prayer 
life, and then the Lord will not have 
to spend so much time putting us 
back right, but can use us in His 
hands to bring somebody else into 
the fold. 

Again if an axe lays around idle it 
is likely tu become rusty, the handle 
will decay, and the axe become almost. 
worthless, 

How ojten some of us think we 
would like to have an experience 
like somebody we have seen, 


or we 
would like to have Joy like some 
body we have seen. What is. the 


reason some enjoy salvation sO much 
more than others? It is because they 
believe more, pray more, and DO 
more. Let us pray mere, believe 
more and do more, and we will not 
become dry, sluggish and indifferent. 

Let’s not be a hammer, all the time 
knocking on som dy; let’s yield 
ourselves into His hands to do. with 
us as He wishes, and then He can 
accomplish His purpose with us, and 
sooner or later all that see us wilh 


,acknowledge that we are, “The seed 


which the Lord hath blessed.”

“Let us 
pray.” They all fall to their knees 
and go to God as the voice of one 
man, pleading in behalf of the man 
of God who was at that time chained 
with two chains between two soldiers. 


Yes, He dis 
patched an angel who smote Peter on 
the side, awoke him and led him out 
of the prison. He went to the prayer 
meeting. It seemed so marvelous 
that Peter was at the gate that they 
could hardly believe it. - 

Why was the Church so interested 
in one man? It wasn’t just one man, 
but the whole work everywhere was 
being assailed, and their only hope 
was to pray through the thing. This 
seemed to be the turning _ point of 
their persecution. Herod became 
greatly exalted because of the ap- 
plause of the world, but an angel of 
the Lord smote him, and “he was 
eaten of worms and gave up the 
ghost.”
